ness with them for the past years before, 
adding any new customers. I feel, that 
perhaps on account of our purchasing 
ooal for s0 many different plants from our 
main office that we probably have a little 
better opportunity in kdeping up our sup- 
ply than we would have if we simply 
purchased for one or two companies. 
We have been told by the coal men that 
tha shortage of’ cars and labor at the 
mines has made the output less than the 
demand, and that, consequently, gas coal 
companies have not heen able to take on 
any mew business. ? 
ils also applies, to the oil situation. 
The only concern from which we can get 
oil is the one which we have dealt with 
within the past years, and there. is no 
competitive bidding for either gas coal 
or oil. The reason I am trying to bring 
out these facts is because I want the 
Council and all of the customers to under- 
stand the facts just as they exist; and. 


another reason is that the coal companies, 


from which we are buying about two- 
thirds of our coal have refused to ship ary 
more coal to Lansing, unless I personally 
guarantee the bills, and the shipments of 
the other third, for which we have con- 
tracted, are twenty-five per cent of what 
they are supposed to be at the present 
time, .You can readily see why the coal 
at Lansing is causing usB 80 
much concern at this time. 

In 1921, there will be approximately 
$900,000 bonds maturing which will have 
to be paid off, and under present money 
conditions a new issue of bonds to replace 
these could not be sold for a better price 
than 85 which would mean: a discount 
of $135,000. As a matter of fact, good 
business would require that a long term 
bond be issued which would not only take 
up $900,000.06 bonds that mature in 1821 
but the other bonda in the amount of 
$753,000, which at 85, would mean a 
total discount of $246,950. 

Ali of the money that this company can 
accumulate after paying bond interest up 
to the year 1921 will not furnish any- 
where near the needed funds for the bond 
discount, Of course, it is our hope that 
in 1921 the market conditions are better, 
and that we will be able to get a better 
price for the honds, but we cannot expect 
to hope to receive “over 90 cents on the 
dollar for these bonds with conditions the 
most favorable, and it is even possible 
that we may have to put out a six per 
cent bond, or a short term note to tide 
us over. No matter how we look at the 
situation we have staring us in the face 
the possibility of having to secure $200,- 
000 from some other source in addition 
tc what can be realized from bond sales, 

Another point that we must remember, 
it is going to be impossible for this com- 
pany to make any deal with the city of 
Lansing whereby it earns less than twice 
its\.interest charged on the bonds, be- 
cause any new mortgage drawn either to- 
day or in normal times would have writ- 
ten right across the face of it that no 
bonds can be taken down for new con- 
struction purposes and sold unless the 
company is earning at least twice the in- 
terest charges on all bdénds outstanding 
and twice the interest charges on ail bonds 
taken down to be sold for construction 
purposes. Another point that will prob- 
ably have to enter into this new mortgage 
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will be that there will have to be some 
sort of sinking fund provided, as bond 
houses are not purchasing bonds now un- 
legs they can be sold to estates, and ea. 
tates under the law are not allowed to 
purchase bonds unless they have a fair 
size sinking fund provided in the mort- 
gage. All of these financial matters have 
to be givefi due consideration by the city 
council at this time as well as the corh- 
pany. — 

Speaking of what the value of property 
is, the value that has been given by both 
Mr. Hagenah and Mr, Lea has been pred- 
icated upon normal times for the past 
ten years, being ten years of the very 
cheapest time for construction, and giving 
no consideration whatever to war prices. 
We have every reason to believe that the 
prices of; today wiil hold for years to 
come, and we feel certain that if this 
property is valued between two and three 
years from this time, that the replacement 
value of the property will. be at least 


$3,000,000 instead of the figure that 1s° 
used by Mr. Hagenah and Mr. Lea today.' 
Tf you will look up statistics you will note 


after the Civil war‘that 26 years elapsed 
before the prices became normal, and 
there certainly is more reason for think- 
ing prices would hold up after this war 
with the destruction that has been done 
to property in the world, than there was 
for their holding up after the Civil war, 
We feel that some consideration should 
be given to this question. At the same 
time we want you to know that we want 
to be just and fair in the settlement, be- 
cause we feel it is so essential that a set- 
tlement should be brought about for all 
concerned. 

_As a matter of fact, any deal made now 
with the city will be against us, because 
the property two years from _ today will 
surely ba apr aised at three million dollars 
inetead of $2,1000,000 or $2,200,000, Any 
purchasing firm would know that it would 
cost us 100 per cent more to build this 
property today than {it would in normal 
times which we have had heretofore, and 
two yeara from today the minimum at 
which any engineering firm would appraise 
this property would be three million dol- 
lars, so that placing a fixed value on it 
now, and putting it in the franchise, the 
people would make at least $900,000 on 
the value of this property, because prices 
in effect now will satay for yeara to come, 
Steel] and iron are up to stay. 11 the 
old world has to be rebuilt and building 
materials of' all kinds are going to stay 
100 per cent higher than they were during 
these last normal times. 


Interest rates are also going to be much 
higher than they have been, and there la 
no use of our making a deal now with the 
city that it will be impossible for the’ com- 
pany to carry out later on,: but we do 
realize that the company will have to take 
the short end of any deal it makes at the 
present time, and the only object in mak- 
ing @ deal now is to enable the company to 
go ahead with uninterrupted service and 
avoid litigation and trouble. 

In the fixing of a so-called fair rate of 
return for utilities the intention is to fix 
gome sum which shall be regularly avail- 
able each year as payment for the use of 
capital involved* Obviously, the inten- 
tion is that this sum should be available 
feach year and not only occasionally. — 

Because of the wide fluctuation in oper- 
ation costs and some fluctuation in rev- 
enues it is clear that the operations of 
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the company cannot be held on a ‘strictly 


uniform basis over a long period of years, 
i. e, the earnings some years will be 
better than they are in other years. 
sequently, some arrangement should be 
made by which if a company is able in 
@ given year i earn something ,in excess 
of the established rate of return, that 
excess should be held in & reserve fund 
for the purpose of meeting deficiencies in 
earnings of subsequent years. . Only by 
some such method jas this can the fixed 
rate of return be pfkced on a cumulative 
basis, such as is obviously meant by the 
rulings of all commissions and courts on 
this matter. 

In reply to the question asked by the 
government of the committee representing 
those engaged In the operation of electric 
and power, street railway and gas com- 
panies in the U. 8S, “What is the present 
cost of materials as compared with the 
cost in 19167?’ the reply wes that fuels 
had advanced from 90 -to,150 per cent 
an materials from thirty-five to 300 per 
cent. 
list of materials an examination of which 
will disciosae that the committee answered 
with extreme conservatiam. And, while 
the figures are not available for compar- 
ing the wages paid in 1915 with those paid 
in 1917, it was estimated that the average 
minimum in 1915 for street car services 
was 12 centa per hour, as against 22 
cents in 1917, and the average maximum 
had increased from 31 cents per hour to 
35c per hour. 

At thé time the Lansing Gas Company 
accepted a franchise to deliver gas under 
certain conditions at the rate of 80 cents 
per thousand feet, it made a contract that 
obviously was based upon a certain pur- 
chaaing power of the American dollar. 
The increases in the cost of fuel and ma- 
terial, and in the rate of wages not only 


adda enormously to the coat that must be - 


incurred by the Lansing Gas Company in 
fulfilling {ta contract, but {t also discloses 
that the purchasing power of the dollar 
is less than it was at the time the con- 
tract was made, at feast to the extent 
of 30 per cent. Since the tendancy to- 
wards inflations have rot yet been ex- 
pended themeelves, it is almost certain 
the pur¢hasing power of the dollar will 
fall below its present level. What was 
obviously in mind at the time this con- 
tract was made was the exchange of a 
certain service to the public for a certain 
benefit to be received by the company to 
that service. This benefit to be received 
by the company was expressed, as le nec- 
easarily the case, in dollars. The great 
fault in the purchasing power of the 
dollar automatically has reduced the bene- 
fit recetyed by the company, to the erx- 
tent of at least 30 per cent and is atiil 
reducing ¥t. The equities of the case 
would require that there should be some 
automatic adjustment by which the price 
of gas would automatically increase as 
the purchasing power of the dollar de- 
creases, since in all items of cost the ex- 
penses of operations automatically = § in- 
crease exactly as the purchasing pewer of 
a& dollar decreages,

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 
Gentlemen :—- 
Regarding the ,proposed franchise of the 
Lansing Fuel & Gas company which your 





honorable body referred to me and what 
¥ I have at this time to say relative to same 
7 ! has reference only to the question whether 
4 or not any proposition of this nature, in 
| view of the present relations existing be- 
i tween the city and the gas company, 
ah should be considered, and not to the merits 
' ; of the proposed franchize. 


On June 22d, 1908," the city, by and 
through its council, passed the present 
franchise ordinance giving the Lansing 


Fuel & Gas company certain rights therein 
based upon a certain consideration ex- 
pressed therein. The gas company ac; 
cepted the franchise in writing and has 
since Operated under same. The proposal 
of this franchise and fts acceptance by the 
gds company, fm my opinion, constitutes a 
contract binding equally upon both the 
city and the gas company. In this respect 

iy) I disagree absolutely with the contention 
made by the gas company, that this con- 
tract js not binding on them, and that 
they are at liberty to disregard ite pro- 
; visions. Simply because the gas com- 
pany, temporarily, may not be able to 

her make money under the present contract— 
and I am not conceding that even that 
contention is true—in my opinion, is no 
reason or justification for it to break its 
F contract. This is no new question. It has 
been before the supreme court of Michigan 

ed on various occasions, The court hag al- 
ways held that these public utilities should 
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abide by their contracts made with the 


municipalities. The court will not add to 


nor take from or in any way change the 
contract which the parties have volun- 
tarily made &nd entered into, 

The gas company, last fail, proposed an 
extension of its present franchise based 
upon the rate provided in the present 
franchise. They now 
same received the approval of the people 
they now could not comply with the same, 
Can they give any more assurance that 
they will hereafter be able to comply 
with the franchias they now, propose than 
the one they proposed last fall? 

In the present proceedings now pending 
in the circuit’ court, and brought by the 
direction of your honorable body, for the 
purpose of enforcing the provisions of the 
present franchise, the gas company admits 
the making of the contract and designat- 
ing it as such, and they also admit they 
have ‘broken their contract. : 

While I think that in view of the. past 
conduct of the gas company and the 
present existing relations, that the con- 
sideration of any more franchises proposed 


by the Lansing Fuel & Gas Company isa 


Inconaistent and incompatible with the 
present position of the city, that of a 
plaintiff In the pending proceedings to 
enforce tha provisions of the existing 
franchise, yet, I am a firm bhellever in the 
Froposition that the people should have 
the opportunity necessary to enable them 
to pass upon this as well as all other 
questions of this nature, The ultimate 
power to make, aiter or amend franchises 
with public utility companies is with the 
people. Under the charter of this city and 
the laws of thin state I see no objection to 
submitting any reasonable proposition to 
the people. =I do think, however, that any 
proposition submitted to the people should 
recelve the careful consideration of vour 
Honorabie Body. Jt is my opinion that 
the charter imposes a duty upon your 
Eonorablo Body in the consideration of 
franchises to consider same very carefully 
und to provide public hearings where the 
people will have an opportunity to pre- 
sent thelr views to this council, ‘T'hig is 
&1l preliminary to submitting any propo- 
sition to the pcople for a vote. After 
this is done I see no objection to sub- 
mitting this proposition to the people for 
ther to decide’ for themselves whether 
they want to give the gas company 4 new 
franchise or hold them to the present one. 

But, owlng to the present situation, this 
should be done go ag not to in any way 
prejudice or transgregas the rights of the 
people: in the present franchise, and it 
should be distinctly understood that any 
consideration given by your Honorable 
Body before submitting the same to the 
people, or in submitting same shal) not be 
considered in any way aa relinquishing or 
waiving any rights which the people have 
in the present franchise. The gas com- 
pany in the meantime, while the same 
is being considered, should abide by and 
comply atrictly with their present fran- 
chise. If they do this, and sign a stipula- 
tion to that effect, and same is filed in the 
cause now pending in the circuit court, 
the hearing of the suit may be postponed, 
but not dismssed, until the people. have 
spoken through their votes. And if the 
reople again finally reject the gas com- 
pany’s proposal to amend their present 
franchise the gas company should ahide 
by and comply strictly with same, and if 
they do not, the suit now pending should

In re Township Town Hall, 

Regarding the ownership and disposal 
to be made of the town hall of Lansing 
township, which is in that section of the 
township recently annexed to the city of 
Lansing, which your honorable body re- 
ferred to me for an opinion as to the own- 
ership and disposal to be made cf this 
property, I will say that section 14 of the 
Home Rule act, as amended by Act 225 
of the Public Acts of 1917, relative to the 
ownership and disposal of property owned 
by the territory from which the annexed 
territory is detached, provides as follows: 

“Whenever a part of a city * * © 
er township is annexed to a city, the 
real property in the territory annexed 
which belongs to the * * * township, 
from which it is taken shall be sold by 
the authorities of the * * * township 
in which said land was located before such 
annexation, and that portion of the pro- 
ceeds of such sale shall be paid to the 
city acquiring such territory which shall 
be in the same ratio to the whole amount 
received as the assessed valuation of the 


June 10, 1918. 
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taxable property in the territory annexed 
bears to the assessed valuation of the tax- 
able property in the entire * * 
township from which said territory ts 
taken, The assessed valuation shall be 
determined in every division pursuant to 
this section from the last assessment roll 
of the city, * * * township which has 
been confirmed by the board of review.” 
It is my opinion that the township au- 
thorities have the right to sell the lot 
and the building thereon, and that the 
city ls entitled to a share of the proceeds, 
the same to be based upon the same ratlo 
of the whole amount received from the 
sale of the property as the assessed valu- 
ation of the taxable property of the town- 
ship annexed to the city bears to the 
assessed valuation of the taxable property 
in the entire township, as confirmed by 
the board of review.

J. A. Parsons, 
City Cierk, 
Dear Sir:— 

Re Licenses under Milk Ordinance. 

Regarding the question of licenses under 
the iatter part of section 3, of the Milk 
Ordinance, which you have propounded to 
me, I will say that the latter part of this 
section provides: 

“All other persona or places of business 
including grocery stores and soda foun- 
tains, selling or keeping for sale at whole- 
sale or retail, milk, bytter and ice cream 
or any or ali of these products, within the 
city of Lansing, shall pay a license: fee of 
One dollar per year or any part thereof.” 

It is my opinion that the intent of this 
section is that any person, including gro- 
ecery stores and soda fountains, In the city 
of Lansing which are selling or keeping 
for sale at wholesale or retail, elther milk, 
butter or ice cream, or any or ali of these 
articles, shall pay a license fee of one 
dollar per year. That is to say if they sell 
milk their license will be one dollar; if 
they seli butter the same fee, ice cream 
the same fee, and if they sell ail three 
articles they will need but one license. 
In other words their license gives them 
the right and privilege to seli at whole- 


sale or retail milk, butter and ice cream.. 


One license will be sufficient for all, But 
if a person desires to sell miik he must 
have a license for that article, the same 
as if he prefers to sell butter or Ice cream, 
or any one of the three articles he must 
have a ligense, and if he desires to sell 
all three articles he may do so under one 
license. The words “any part thereof’ 
refer to, the portion of the year. The 
_Weense fee is one dollar for one year. It 
would be the same for one month as it 
would be for one year.

Gentlemen :— 

In re Petition of Michigan Railway Co. 

Regarding the petition of the Michigan 
Railway Company, addressed to your hon- 
orable body, relative to an increase of 
fares in the city and which you referred 
to me, I will say that the rate of fares 
over the company’s Iilnes in the city is 
fixed “in its franchise which the company 
accepted and which franchise conatitutes 
@ contract between the city and the com- 
pany. 

Section 8 of the company’s franchise 
reads as follows:

‘The fare for each person for one con- 
tinuous trip over the whole or any part 
of said railroad shall be five cents or six 
tickets for twenty-five cents. Children 
under five years of age shali be carried 
free when accompanied by parent or 
guardian. Said grantee, or its successors, 
shall give transfers, without extra charge 
over all iines operated by said railway 
company under this franchise within the 
eity limits.” 

The city council has no power to grant 
any franchise to any public utility nor to 
change, alter or amend any franchises 
heretofore granted. Section 30%, chapter 
21 of the charter reads as follows: 


granted, renewed, extended, altered or 
amended, unless adopted by a three-fifths 
vote of the voters voting thereon, at a 
regular or special election.” 

Any amendment or change to the fran- 
chise of the company, including the rate 
of fare as provided in section 8, must be 
made by the peopie. Chapter 124 of the 
city charter provides the manner in which 
public utility franchises may be granted, 
renewed, extended or amended. Any al- 
' teration or amendment to any franchise 
heretofore granted should follow the 
course prescribed by the charter.

Gentlemen: 

In the matter of the opening of Eureka 
atreet. 

The proceedings started some months 
ago in which this counca determined that 
the extension of Bureka street from ite 
present terminus at Holmes street through 
to Dyer street was a public necessity and 


in the course of -which an assessment dis- 


trict was fixed in accordance with the 
charter provision, have been halted by the 
decision of the municipal court in passing 
upon the motion to quash proceedings on 
the ground that the assessment district 
was illegally determined. 

This objection rests solely upon;the con- 
tention that, as a matter of fact, certain 
territory which would manifest a bene- 
fit by the proposed improvement was ex- 
cluded from the assessment district as 
named; and this fact operates as a legal 
fraud against the owners of the property 
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excluded in that district by decreasing the 
number of owners upon whom the burden 
of paying for the improvement would fall. 

Private property can, of course be taken 
only where there is a public interest; the 
charter provides that the cost of taking 
such property shall be borne by those ré- 
ceiving special benefit. The decision of the 
court in granting the motion of respond- 
ents in the instant case is based upon the 
fact that the map of the assessment dis- 
trict, and records of the case, disclose un 
omission from the assessment district of 
property which will obviously be bene- 
fited by the opening of the street. This 
position ig sustained by the decisions of 
our own suprenie court. 

It is, therefore, recommended that no 
appeal be taken from ene decision today 
rendered and herein referred to.

-I beg to call your attention to ‘is in- 
sanitary condition of the ublic tollet 
room in the northeast corner'of the city 
hall basement. 

Tke wails of this room are of plaster 
and will not stand washing with water. 
They are badly defaced and dirty. The 
urinaig are in an oondition due 
to the poor conilition of the pipes supply- \ 
ing the water. The partitions are in fuair- 
jy good condition but will not stand wash- 
ing since they are varnished. 

To maintain this toilet room in a san- 
itary condition it is necessary that thé 
room and all. fixtures be washed with a. 
disinfecting solution at frequent intervals. 

Mr. Fox, the building inepector, has of- 
fered the following suggestions to place.

Proposed alley, was the taking of private 
property for public use without compen- 
ation, and because of this fact said sec- 
tion of the charter was void and uncon- 
stitutional. 

The city council has no power to con- 
demn or take private property for public 
use except such as is given it by the 
charter. This provision having been held 
unconstitutional by the*court the council 
is without power to condemn and take 
private property for the purpose of open- 
ing alleys. Therefore, I would suggest an 
amendment to section 188, chapter 13, of 
the charter, based on the principles of the 
decision of the court, providing for the 
taking of private property for the purpose 
of opening, etc., alleys,

An examination of the plat of Kudner 
subdivision shows that that portion lying 
north of Kudner st., as platted, is 139.83 
feet in width at its east end, 
120 feet of which is divided into four lots 
facing Logan st. According to the figures 
on the plat, supposed to designate the 
width of Logan st. frontages, each of 
these lots shpuld be 39.82 feet in width; 
but the combined width at that figure 
would be 159.28 or 19.46 feet wider than 
the actual ground platted will allow. It, 
therefore, seems quite apparent to this 
committee that there is very manifest 
error in stating the width of these four 
lots, and that the true width of each 
should be approximately 34.96. 

The survey of the Kudner subdivision 
known as the McCammon survey, report 
of which was made to this council on 
April 30th, 1917, fixes the boundaries of 
Kudner st. in accordance with the plat, 
and phows that the sewer already con-

Gentlemen :— 

The report of your special committee on 
the Michigan Railway Company, made tast 
Monday night and adopted unanimously 
by your honorable body, is ail right so far 
as it goes. It makes very clear the des- 
Pperate situation in which the Company 
finds itself in these war times. It shows 
that during the year 1917 the Company 
paid out in actual operating expenses, 
such as labor, material, taxes, interest 
and rentals, over $69,000 more than its 
; Mind you, this 
does not include any dividends to stock- 
holders, or fancy salaries to officials, but 
just those operating expenses which were 
absolutely necessary to keep the road in 
operation and save it from going into the 


hands of a receiver. The reports of opera- - 


tion for the first six months of 1918 show 
beyond all question that the asaituation 
will be infinitely worse at the close of-the 


hundred citizens re- 
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present year. Instead of a deficit of $69,- 
000, the Company willl be confronted at 
; the close of 1918, with a deficit in all 
probability of approximately $500,000. 
No wonder your committee said the 
Company ‘‘needs relief and needs it badly, 
; and unless something is done to tide over 
i the present situation serious consequences 
must follow.’ But what is to be done? 
- The Company does not want its franchise 
changed. It wants to leave its five cent 
‘franchise just where it is, but with the 
consent and approval of the council tem- 
porarily, and only during this reign of 
abnormal prices, to charge an additional 
penny per passenger, This may scem an 
{insignificant thing to ask, but it will help 
i to tide over the present situation and 
- help the Company to pay those fixed 
~~ gharges, such as labor, material, interest 
and taxes which it must-pay if it is to 
continue to operate its road and furnish 
transportation to the public. 
How, then, may this consent and ap- 
_ proval be granted to the Company with- 
out a change in the Company’s franchise? 
There is only one way. The council should 
give ita immediate approval to an increase 
in rates from five cents to@ix cents. 
There is absolutely no doubt that when 
Tl a careful investigation into the Com- 
pany’s affairs by the committee has shown 
that the Company ‘‘needs relief and needs 
it badly” that no honest, fair-minded man 
will object to the change. Every business 
in the country has increased the selling 
price of its product. The absolute need 
and justice of the Street Car Company 
increasing the price of the only produot 
it has to sell—transportation—is estab- 
- ished beyond all question by the report of 
the corhmittee. 

We respectfully ask your honorable 
body, therefore, to give its immediate ap- 
proval to the Company increasing its 
rates of fare from five cents to six cents 
for the time being and as a war emergency 

measure only, preserving to the people all 
of their rights under the Company’s fran- 
chise.

The chairman of the committee on 
streets who visited Detroit on September 
4th in the interests of the city in road ma- 
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chinery, begs leave to report ag follows: 
After looking over the machinery on 
exhibit at the state fair, saw nothing of 
special intereat except the McCallum road 
Plane which is used in connection with the 
streets the same as the King drag, the 


King drag being a piece of frame 38 feet 


four inches to 4 feet long or possibly 4% 
feet long, making it so short that it does 
not take out the high places and fill up 
the low places as well as the McCallum 
machine, which is on the same plan but 
10 feet long. It seems to me that this 
machine if purchased by the city for fol- 
lowing up behind the scarifier would clean 
up the surface much better and more 
economically than the present form of 
using the King drag, inasmuch as it is so 
much longer and can cut truer surfaces on 
the streets.

Also their mode of 
They have simplified § their 
mode of patching asphalt streets by a 
kerosene attachment to heat the iron for 
sealing up joints of the old and new as- 
phait together which I think is very eco- 
nomical and practical. 

I also wish to mention at this time that 
in no piace on the streets under Mr. Proc- 
tor’s supervision but he knew where every 
man was working. It was no trouble to 
locate or find any construction gang, no 
matter in what form, new or patching, 
and there being several of these gangs 
working at this time. It was on account 
of the system under which they were 
working. He knew by the maps each day 
where each crew was located. It seems 
that the co-operation of the water works, 
sewer department, lighting, superintend- 
ent of streets and the street cleaning de- 
partment working in conjunction with one 
another. They have a meeting every 
Thursday afternoon at 4 o’clock and the 
heads of the different departments at- 
tend, thereby getting together and iaying 
out their work go that the oity would be 
abie to give efficiency through thelr dif- 
ferent management.

The mayor announoed that as there was 
no other business appearing and if there 
be no objections the council will proceed 
to the consideration of the gas franchise 
ordinance now on the general order. 


By Ald, McKinley— 
That the gas franchise ordinance be 
placed on the order of third reading. 
arried. 


Said ordinance was then read a third 
time as follows: 

AN ORDINANCE granting to the Lansing, 
Fuel and Gas Company, ita successors 
and assigns, permission to maintain and 
operate gas works in the city of Lan- 
sing, and to repeal an ordinance here- 
tofore granted to said company, passed 
by the common council of said city, 
June 22, 1908. 

The city of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That consent, permission and 
authority is hereby given to the Lansing 
Fuel and Gas Company, hereinafter. called 
the company, its successors and assigns, 
successor to the Lansing Gas Light Com- 
pany, to contruct, maintain, operate and 
keep in repair gas works in the city of 
Lansing, for the purpose of manufacturing 
and distributing gas, and for this purpose 
to lay, extend and maintain gas pipes 
under, along and across any atreets, 
alleys and public ways of said city, upon 
the conditions and reatrictions hereinafter 


mentioned, from .the day when this fran- 
chise shall take effect up to and including 
the first day of May, 1948. 

Sec. 2. In consideration of the rights, 
privileges and franchises hereby granted, 
the company shall furnish gaa of a quality 
hereinafter prescribed, to all persons, 
firms and corporations, and to all munici- 
pal and state departments and agenoles 
thereof as may apply for the same, being 
within the present or future corporate 
limits of the city of Lansing, and the com- 
pany shall be entitled to charge a rate for 
the gas and service to be furnished here- 
under, which after the payment of all 
operating expenses, taxes and depreciation 
(interest charges upon its bonded indebt- 
edness and any and all fines imposed on 
the company for violation of any of the 
terms of this franchise not being included 
therein) will net a@ return of seven per 
centum (7%) upon the value of the prop- 
erty of the company as first installed, and 
such portion of the property thereof be- 
yond the city limits as is actually and 
necessarily used in, belonging to and a part 
of the local service, and which the city 
may own and operate under the constitu- 
tion and general laws of the state, not in- 
cluding any vaiue of the franchise nor ex- 
ceeding the cost of reproduction new at 
the time of the granting of this franchise, 
including the value of any intangible ele- 
ments which properly and necessarily en- 
ter into the cost of reproduction of the 
property as a new installation iess actual 
depreciation, which vaiue of the said prop- 
erty of the company is hereby agreed to 
be in the amount of two million one hun- 
dred thousand dollars ($2,100,000). For 


the period of one year from and after the - 


date when this franchise shail take effect, 
the rate for the gas and service furnished 
hereunder shali be and it is hereby fixed 
in the amount of one dollar ($1.00) per 
thousand cubic feet of gas furnished, 


whether for lighting or heating purposes, 
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‘with a discount of five cents per thousand 
cubic feet pf gas to all customers who pay 
for gas consumed by them on or before the 
tenth day following the date on which the 
pill is rendered. If said rate shall pro- 
duce an income which shall net the com- 
Pany more than seven per centum (7%) 
upon the value of the property, as 
above provided, all the income, in ex- 
cess of such seven per centum (7%) shall 
be placed to the credit of a special 
fund to be used as hereinafter provided, 
and the rate for the next period of one 
year shall be fixed at such figure as wil! 
confine the earnings of the company to a 
return of approximately seven per cent- 
um (7%) of the value of its property, as 
above agreed upon, (less the amount of 
said excessive earnings and any accumu- 
lations therefrom), to which value, so 
fixed and determined, however, there 
sha!l be added annually the value of ad- 
ditions and betterments, and there shall 
be deducted therefrom ail amounts prop- 
erly charged off for depreciation and ob- 
solescence> Provided, That no value shall 
be added on account of additions and 
betterments unless the expenditures 
therefor shall have been approved by the 
city council,. subject to the right of ar- 
bitration as provided in section 384 of 
the city charter. In the event that said 
company shall not earn in any perlod a 
seven per centum (7%) return on said 
value of its property, it shall be entitled 
to fix a price to be charged for the gas 
and service furnished for the next period 
of one year, a figure which may earn sald 
return: Provided, that such figure shall 
not at any time exceed the maximum 
rate hereinafter fixed. During the contin- 
uance of this franchise, all earnings of 
the comapny in excess of the return 
herein prescribed shall be paid, at the 
expiration of each period of one year, 
into the. said special fund hereinbefore 
mentioned and at the expiration of each 
of said periods any amount in said fund 
in excess of twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars ($25,000), and any earnings of 
said fund, through interest or otherwise, 
shall be paid over and become part of 
the general funds of the company and 
shall be used in the reduction of the 
price of gas for each succeeding period 
of one year in the same manner as is 
above provided for the fixing of rates 
which wili confine the earnings of the 
company to the rate of return herein 
agreed upon. If, during any such period, 
the earnings of the company shall fall 
to bring such return to the company the 
deficit in said earnings may be made 
good out of the sald special fund. Noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed 
to prevent the company from Installing 
and putting into effect a sliding scale of 
rates, based upon the consumption of gas: 
Provided, That the average rate in said 
siiding scale shall be not less than two- 
thirds (2-8) of the regular rate or rates 
fas provided herein, unless otherwise ap- 
proved by the council. Provided further, 
That the maximum rate or rates of charge 
for the gas and service to be furnished 
shall not exceed at any time during the 
continuance of this franchise the sum 
of one dollar and five cents ($1.05) per 
thousand cubic feet of gas, with a dis-

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count of five cents per thousand ouble 


feet of gas to ail consumers who pay for 
gas consumed by them on or before the 
tenth day following the date on which 
the bill is rendered, 

Sec. 8. The gas to be supplied by the 
company, under this ordinance, when test- 
ed, as herein provided, shall show a 
monthly average total heating value of 
not leas than 600 British Thermal Units 
per cubic foot of gas, and an average of 
not less than 18 candle power, said values 
to be determined by the United States 
Government Bureau of Standards’ meth- 
ods of testing gas, as provided for in gsec- 
tion 12. Provided, however, that the coun- 
cil may at any time fix lower heating 
and lighting values. 

Sec. 4, It shall be the duty of the 
company, Whenever ordered by the city 
council, to make all reasonable and nec: 
essary extensions of its gas pipes and 
mains so as to supply all persons, firms 
or corporations with gas, subject to the 
right of arbitration as provided in Sec. 
323 of the city charter, 

Sec. 6. Said company has filed in the 
office of the city engineer of said calty, a 
plat or map, showing the route and loca- 
tlon in the streets of all thelr pipes and 
mains within the streets of said city, and 
it shall, from time to time, flle supple- 
mental plats and diagrama with sald city 
engineer of all extensions of such mains 
or pipes in said streets before the work 
of laying the same begins. Ail such ex- 
tensions shail be made under the direction 
of the ctly engineer, and shall comply 


_ with the clty ordinances, 


Sec. 6. The said company, in digging 
for and laying down gas ptpes, shall take 
care not unnecessarily or unreasonably to 
obstruct or injure any street, sidewalk, 
lane or alley, and shall, within a reason- 
able time, restore such street, sidewalk, 
Jane ar alley to as good a state of repair 
as the same was in before disturbed by 
said company, and shall, in ali respects, 
fully indemnify and save harmless the 
said city from and against all damages, 
and costs which the city. may be put to or 
austain or any judgment rendered against 
said city, by reason of such digging or 
any negligence on the part of said com- 
pany, and the company shall comply, in 
all respects, with the provisions of all 
ordinances of said city, which have been 
and may hereafter be passed, relative to 
the atreets, sidewalks, lanes and alleys, 
not inconsistent or in conflict with the 
rights and privileges granted by this or- 
dinance. 

Sec. 7, The business office of said 
company shali be located in the city of 
Lansing, and also the president, or at 
least one director of said company, shall, 
at all times, be a resident of sald city. 

Sec, 8. Said company shail, whenever 
required by any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, along the line of any pipe or mains 
of said gas company, furnish and put in 
without unreasonable delay, free of cost, 
all necessary service pipes from the main 
to the Inside of the building to be piped 
for supplying the premises of such per- 
son, firm or corporation with gas, who may 
require and pay fer the same, and sign 
the regulations usual with gas companies, 
and who shall enter into an agreement 
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: with said gas company to use and pay for 


ges for the period of at least one year 
immediately following the putting in of 
said service pipes; and such gas so fur- 
nished shall be of the quality provided 
in section 8. 

Said company may charge a meter rent- 
al of not exceeding twenty-five cents per 
month when the vaiue of the gas regis- 
tered by such meter is less than twenty- 
five cents per month. 

Provided, that any such payment of 
meter rental shall be deducted from gas 
bills to any peracn, firm or corporation 
who shali have used through said meter 
during the year, gas to the value of three 
dollars. 

Sec. 9. The clty inspector of gas, or 
any other person, duly authorized by the 
city shall at all reasonable times have 
access and be permitted to examine the 
works, pipes and meters and all other 
equipment of the company, its successors 
or assigns for the purpose of testing the 
quality of the gas or the accuracy of 
the meters, in accordance with such rea- 
sonable rules and regulations as the city 
council may from time to time prescribe. 

Sec. 10. If any gas meter so teated 
shall be found to be correct within two 
per centum (2%) of the amount of gas 
actually passing through it, it shall be 
considered correct, otherwise the inspec- 
tor shall mark it condemned and the 
company shall remove and not re-set any 
condemned meter until the inaccuracy 
therein shall have been properly cor- 
rected and the company shall refund to 
the consumer an amount equivalent to any 
excesa in the gas bills due to such inac- 
curacy for three months preceding such 
test. _ 

Sec. 11. The city inspector of gas is 
hereby authorized at the request of any 
consumer of gas or city official, to test 
the gas being furnished under this ordi- 
nance the gas supplied by the company 
when tested as herein provided shall show 
a@ monthly average total heating value of 
not less than 600 British Thermal Units 
per cublic foot of gas, unless a lower val- 
ue has been fixed by the council. The av- 
erage of all the reaults obtained on any 
one day shall be considered the daily av- 
erage total heating value of the gas for 
that day. The average of all the daily 


‘ averages obtained during any one calen- 


dar month, shall be considered the month- 
ly average total heating value of the gas 
for that month: Provided, however, that 
not less than twenty daily averages shali 
be used to determine a monthly average 
heating value upon which penalty is de- 
manded under this section. The determina- 
tion of the heating value of the gas as 
prescribed herein, shall be made by means 
of a gas calorimeter, and all calculations 
and resulting data shall be according to 
the specifications in the United States Gov- 
ernment Bureau of Standards’ methods of 
testing gas: Provided, further, that if the 
gas supplied by the oompany, when tested 
as prescribed herein, shall fail to give a 
monthly average total heating value of 
600 British Therma] Unites per cublic 
foot unless a lower value has been fixed by 
the council, the said company shall for- 
feit one thousand dollarg ($1,000), to be 
paid to the treasurer of the city of Lan- 


o ¢ 
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sing for the benefit and uge of said city. 

Sec. 12. The company shall furnish 
Pipes and mains of sufficient capacity to 
convey the amount of gas required to the 
several consumers, and the city council 
may regulate and prohibit the use of any 
device which shall cause undue combus- 
tion and consumption of such gaa. 

Sec. 18. This ordinance is passed, and 
the franchise hereby granted is granted 
upon the following additional express con- 
ditions, namely: 

(a) That the council may, from time 
to time, make all regulations, which it 
shall deem necessary to secure, in the 
most ample manner, the safety, welfare 
and convenience of the public, including 
among other things, the right to protects 
the public from danger and inconvenience,3s 
in the operation of any utility work or?

houses, cold storage plants, carts, wagons,

Section 1. The city of Lansing ordains: 


No person, firm or corporation shal] en- 
gage in the business of conducting a food 
establishment in the city of Lansing with- 
out a license therefor as hereinafter pro- 
vided. For the purpose of this ordinance

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the words “food establishment” shall in- 
clude restaurants, iunch stands, cafes, din- 
ing rooms, ice cream parlors, pubiic or 
private markets, stails, shops, stores, 
storehouses, cold storage plants, carts, 
wagons, or any other places in or from 
which meat, milk, ices, beverages, or any 
provision intended for consumption by 
human beings is kept, handled or stored. 

Any person, firm or corporation 
except common carriers desiring to con- 
duct a food establishment as hereinabove 
defined, within the city of Lansing shali 
make application in writing for permis- 
sion to do so to the department of health 
of said city of Lansing upon blanks to be 
provided by said department. Said de- 
partment shall require such applicant to 
state in writing upon said blanks: 

First. The applicant’s full name, resi- 
dence and postoffice address, and whether 
such applicant is an individual, firm or 
carporation. 

Becond, The location of applicant’s 
place of business and a statement as to 
the kind of business, i, e., whether it is 
a grocery store, meat market, restau- 
rant, etc, 

Third. The names and addresses of all 
persons employed in handling food stuffs 
in. connection with the establishment. 

Fourth. The manner in which applicant 
intends to dispose of his goods, 1. ¢., 
whether at wholesale or retail or both. 

Fifth. An agreement that said appli- 
cant will notify the city department of 
health of any change in those persons 
employed in his food establishment and 
fille with the department of health a cer- 
tificate of health signed by a reputable 
physician or present the employe for ex- 
amination by the city health officer with- 
in twenty-four hours from the time of 
employment. 

Sixth. An agreement that said appli- 
cant will allow the heaith officer, sani- 
tury inspector or their assistants to in- 
spect their establishment and everything 
in connection therewith at any time de- 
sired. 

Sec. 8. Upon the signing of such ap- 
plication by the applicant, or some one 
duly authorized by’ him in writing, said 
department of heaith shall make or cause 
to be made an investigation to ascertain 
whether such applicant is in a position 
to observe and is willing to observe the 
termes or conditions of this ordinance. If 
it shail appear to said department of 
heaith, after such investigation, that said 
applicant is in a position to maintain a 
sanitary food estabiishment and furnish 
clean, pure, healthy, wholesome and un- 
aduiterated food to his customers and is 
willing to observe the terms and condi- 
tions of this ordinance, if he is licensed 
go to do by said department of health, 
then said department shall endorse upon

Sec. 6. That it shail be unlawful to sell, 
dispose of, transport, or- deliver any 
meats, game, fish, vegetables, ‘fruit or 
prepared food, exposed for sale in open 
receptacles or broken packages, uniess 
the same shall be kept not less than two 
feet above the floor of the buiiding, shop, 
booth, stall or other piace where the 
Bame is exposed for sale, and unless the 
same shall be protected in such manner 
as to prevent dust, files and vermin from 
coming in contact with the same, 

Sec, 7. That it shall be unlawful to 
sell, expose for sale, or other disposition 
any prepared food for human beings, or 
any oheese, candy, cooked meats, bread, 
cakes, figs, dates, raisins, mintemeat, or 
other food in broken packages, unless the 
same shail be kept or stored in ciosed 
glass ‘cases or other auitable containers 
from which dust, dirt, flies, insects and 
vermin are excluded. ' 

Sec. &.-~-That it shall beunlawful to sell, 
expose for saie, to dispose of, or deliver 
any sugar, honey, pickies, olives, sauer- 
Kraut, jelly, peanut butter, apple sauce, 
lard, or any like products intended for 
human consumption, unless the recepta- 
cles in which such product ‘is contained 
shali be kept covered, and it shaii be* un- 
lawful to seii or expose for saie or to 
dispose of any berries; grapes, tettuce, 
celery, or other vegetabies, which veg- 
etables are intended to be eaten raw, 
unless the same while so exposéd be pro- 
tected from contamination from files and 
dust. It shall be unlawful to expose or 
dispose for sale any fruita, vegetables or 
other food products irtended for human 
consumption upon any box, table, shelf 
or other structure on any street, side- 
walk, alley or)’ public place, except in 
such places have been or may here- 
after be designated as public markets, 
and except’'in wagons or other vehicles 
from whickh,‘foodatuffs are peddled by il- 
censed pet lers, where license is requir- 
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ed: Provided, however, That all foods so 
peddiled shall be carefully covered with 
clean and sanitary covering and shall be 
protected from files and dust. 

Sec. 9. That it shall be unlawful to sell 
or offer for sale any contaminated, adul- 
terated, or unfit food intended for human 
consumption or any food which has been 
exposed to dust, flies, or vermin In vio- 
lation of the terms of this ordinance. 

Sec. 10. That it shall be the duty of 
the health officer, sanitary Inspector or 
their assistants to seize, condemn or ex- 
clude from sale, delivery or distribution 
in the city of Lansing any spoiled, con- 
tamlnated, adulterated, or any food unfit 
for human consumption or any food 
which has been exposed to dust, flies, or 
vermin in violation of the terms of this 
ordinance. It shall further be the duty 
of the health officer, sanltary inspector 
or their assistants to destroy or. dena- 
turize all food condemned as unfit for 
human consumptlon and issue an order 
or statement to the owner of such food, 
stating the reasons therefor. 

That it shall be unlawful to 
keep, maintain, operate, or conduct any 
kitchen or any restaurant, cafe, lunch 
stand, or any candy factory or ice cream 
factory or grocery store, fish market, 
meat market, bakery, or creamery, or 
any other place where food, milk, ices, 
or beverages are manufaotured, prepared, 
or served, unless all of the doors, win- 
dows, or other openings shall be fitted 
with proper screens, covered with wire 
not coarser than 12-mesh wlre gauze, be- 
tween May list and November lst, of each 
year and all such screen doors shall be 
so hanged ag to open outwardly and close 
tightly: Provided, however, That such 
screens may be omitted if electric fans 
are used, or effectually used, and pro- 
vided auch electric fans shall effectually 
prevent files from coming into such place 
of business. 

Sec. 12. That it shall be unlawful to 
cause, permit, or suffer any decayed food 
or meat or vegetable matter of any kind 
to remain in any receptacle, ice box or 
other compartment, whereln any frults, 
meats, vegetables, or other food Intended 
for human conaumptlon is kept for sale 
or other disposition. 


Sec, 18. That It shall be unlawful to 
operate, maintain, or conduct any busi- 
ness where the process of production, 
manufacture, packing, canning, selling, or 
disposing of food products for human 
consumption is conducted in any build- 
ing, room, basement, unless the peraon so 
owning, conducting, managing, or oper- 
ating such business shall provide or cause 
to be provided a sanitary toilet approved 
by the department of health which shall 
be located in a room separate and apart 
and not directly in connection with the 
room or rooms wherein such process of 
production, manufacture, packing, can- 
ning, selling, storing or disposition is con- 
ducted, and unless the floors of such toilet 
room shall be constructed of non-absorb- 
ent material, and cleaned daily, and 


unless such room is ventilated directly to 
the outside air by means of a window or 
other form of ventllator approved by the 
board of health.

Sec. 18. That no person shall be em- 
ployed in or about any such restaurant, 
cafe, dining room, or lunch room or any 
other place where meat, fish, .game, 
oysters, fowl, vegetables, milk, fruits, 
ices, beverages, candy or other confection 
are manufactured, kept, sold or offered 
for sale or otherwise disposed of for 
human consumption, at whose home there 
is a case of tuber@ulosis of the lungs, un- 
less such person shall first obtain a 
certificate in writlIng from the health offi- 
cer of the city of Lansing certifying that 
all precautlons are taken in the handling 
of such case of tuberculosis and that no 
infection therefrom will be spread, 

Sec. 19. That it shall be unlawful) for 
any person, firm, or corporation to em- 
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ploy any. person suffering from any com- 
munlieable or other disease externally 
visible, or not, or any skin or biood dis- 
eases in any place ‘where meat, fish, 
oysters, fowl, fruits, prepared vegetables 
or unprepared vegetables, milk, ices, bev- 
erages, candy or other confections are 
manufactured, stored, kept, sold or offered 
for sale. 

Sec. 20. That it shail be unlawful for 
any person, firm, or cOrporation operating, 
managing, or in charge of any restaurant, 
cafe, lunch room, or dining room, ice 
cream parlpr, bakery, cracker factory, or 
transient booths or any othet place where 
candy or confections, milk, ices, or bev- 
erages are manufactured, sold, or served 
or otherwise disposed of, to employ any 
person, unless such person shail procure 
from a reputable physician or from the 
city health officer in the city of Lansing 
at least once each year a certificate show- 
ing that he or she is free from com- 
municable diseases, and provided that 
such certificate shall at all] times be sub- 
ject to the inspection of the department

That it shall be unlawful to 
keep live chickens, ducks, turkeys, or 
other fowls in any cellar or basement 
underneath any grocery store, market, or 
other place where foods or foodstuffs in- 
tended for human consumption are Kept, 
prepared, sold, offered for sate, or other- 
wise disposed of. 

Sec. 23. That it shall be unlawful to 
use any grinder, cutters, slicers, mlxers, 
machine pans, or other tools or utensils 
used in and about the freparation or 
handling of meats, bread, cakes, candies, 
syrup& beverages, or other products used 
for huaan consumption, unless the same 
shall be thoroughly cleaned daily and 
shali be maintained in a sanitary condi- 
tion and properly covered and protected 
while not in use. 

Sec, 24. That it sh@il be unlawful to 
use any milk can, freezer, botties, tools, 
machinery, implements, or containers used 
in handling or the preparation of milk or 
milk products, unless the same shall have 
been sterilized by heat immediately after 
emptying or before being used, and shall 
be kept sterile from the time of steriliza- 


tion until such milk or milk products. 
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shall be placed therein. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person, firm, partnership 
or corporation, public or private school, 
public’ building, hall, church, theater, pic- 
ture show, market, playground, park, 
lavatory, drug store, soda fountain, store, 
hotel, restaurant, boarding house, office, 
office building, factory, manufacturing 
establishment or other public place, to fur- 
nish, provide, place, expose, or permit for 
public use, in any such building, or place, 
witHin the city of Lansing, any plate, cup, 
saucer, glass, or other receptacle; knife, 
fork, spoon, or othef utensil, which has 
been conveyed to, or connected with the 
mouth of any person or individual in the 
consumption of any food, confection, bev- 
erage or drink, until such receptacle or 
utensil has been washed in an alkaline 
solution, and sterilized by immersion in 


boiling water, or by exposure to super-, 


heated steam, for a period, in either case, 
of not less than five (5) minutes, Pro- 
vided, that in lieu of the abave require- 
ments or where it is found impossible or 
inexpedient to use live steam or bdiling 
water, paper cups or paper tumblers with 
individuat spoons will be allowed for in- 
dividual use only, The term “public use’’ 
is hereby construed to mean and include 
all receptacles or utensils used in common 
by the public or by more than one indi- 
vidual; provided, this regulation is not in- 
tended to Include or apply to private 
dwellings. 

The following rules must be observed by 
all soda fountains and restaurants: 

Rule 1. In order that the sale of pre- 
pared meals, ice cream, sodas, and soda 
fountain sundries may be conducted under 
sanitary conditions, the operators of ice 
cream parlors, soda fountains, and restau- 
rants are hereby instructed that all such 
goods shall be dispensed only In sterile 
containers. To this end it is ordered that 
all soda fountains, ice cream parlors and 
restaurants be provided with facilities for 
the sterilization of dippers, glasses, spoons, 
serving dishes, and any other ‘vessel or 
utensil coming In contact wlth any provi- 
sion, ice cream, sodas, restaurant and 
soda fountain sundries. 

Rule 2, Facilities for the sterilization 
of dippers, glasses, spoons, serving dishes, 
and any other vessel or utensll coming in 
contact with any provision, ice cream, 
sodas, or soda fountaln sundries shall in- 
clude: 

(1) An adequate supply of hot and cold 
water of a quality sultable for drinking 
purposes. 

(2) Suitable arrangements for suLplying 
boiling water or llve steam. 

(3) An adequate supply of clean towels 
for drying glasses, dishes, etc. 

(4) Suitable provision for taklng care of 
sterile glasses, dishes, etc., so as to keep 
clean until wanted for use. - 

Rule 3. All dishes and utenslls, after 
each individual service, shall be washed 
by (a) rinsing in cold water, (b) then 
thorough washing in hot water with soap 
or sultable cleansing powder, (c) then ex- 
posing to live steam or boillng water for 
a period of five minutes, then rinsed in 
clean cold water and drained or wiped dry 
with a clean towel. 

Rule 4. Refrigerators at soda fountains 
and restaurants shall be kept clean by 
washing with hot water and soap or wash- 
ing powder,

Rule 6. As soon ag empty, all ice cream 
containers, milk and cream cans shall be 
thoroughly rinsed with cold water and 
covered so that no foreign matter may 
enter said containers or cans. 


All syrups, fruit salads, etc., 
must be kept covered at all times except 
when cover, is removed for serving such 
syrups, fruit salads, etc. 


Sec. 25. That the power to enforce the 
provisions of this ordinance be, and the 
same is hereby, vested in the health offt- 
cer and sanitary inspector of the city of 
lansing and their deputies, and it shall 
be the duty of such persons to visit and 
inspect at frequent intervals every place 
where meat, game, fish, oysters, vege- 
tables, fruits, or other foodstuffs, prepared 
or unprepared, and intended for human 
consumption, candies or ather confections, 
milk, milk food products, ices, beverages, 
and all carts, wagons, and other vehicles 
or venders and street hucksters in and 
from which any food for human beings is 
manufactured, kept, stored, prepared, or 


offered for sale or other disposition, and’ 


it shall be the duty of such officers to 
report to the board of health any vioila- 
tions of the terms or provisions of this 
ordinance: Provided, however, That ail 
Lolice officers of the city of Lansing are 
hereby vested with full authority to en- 
force the provisions of this ordinance.

The words “ventilation of rooms’’ shall 
consist of an opening to the outer air at 
each end of such room, or such other ad- 
equate ventilation which shall be subject 
to the approval of the health officer, san- 
itary inspector or building inspector, said 
openings to be so placed as to produce a 
free circulation of air in such room, and 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
board of health. 

The word ‘“food’’ as used herein shall 
include all articles used for food, drink, 
condiment, whether simple, mixed or 
compound, and ail substances or ingredi- 
ents used in the preparation thereof and 
intended for human consumption. 

The word “restaurant”? shall be held to 
include all hotels and eating houses of 
every description. 

The word “person’”’ shall include corpa-\ 
rations and managing servants, agents, or. 
employes thereof. ' 

Sec. 28. That all ordinances in con- 
flict with this ordinance are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sec, 29.—That if any section of this or+ 
dinance shall be declared unconstitutional, 
the same shall not affect any other sec- 
tion of this ordinance and shall not af- 
fect the validity of the same. 

Sec. 30. The city board of health may 
from time to time adopt such reasonable 
rules and regulations, not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this ordinance, as 
it may deem necessary to govern the sale 
of food and the inspection of food estab- 
lishments. 

Sec. 31. Any person violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance or the 
rules and regulations of the beard of 
health or any agreements contéined in 
his application for a license then such 
license shall be revoked and such person, 
firm or corporation shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
€$100) or by imprisonment in the city 
jail not exceeding 90 days or by both 
such fine and i risonment in the dis- 
cretion of the court. Every day that a 
viotation of this ordinance continues shall 
be treated as a separate offense.

ORDINANCES. 

Ald. Bovee requeste leave to intro« 
duce an ordinance entitled “An ordinance 
to define and punish war loafers and to 
provide for a municipal war work com- 
mittee,” which request was granted by 
the following vote:

Rule 16 of council rules was suspended 
and Ald. Bovee then introduced the fol- 
lowing ordinance which was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the committee on ordinances. 

AN ORDINANCE to define and punish 
war loafers and to provide for a munic- 
ipal war work committee. 

It is hereby ordained by the people of 
the city of Lansing: 

Section 1. Whereas large numbers of 
aliens, idlers, loafers and loungers and 
other persons but of employment, have 
been found to congregate, since the out- 
break of the war, around munition fac- 
tories and in other places, constituting a 
constant menace to the peace and good 
governmnet of the city and causing dis- 
turbances, outbreaks and crime. and 
whereas it appears that jobs and posi- 
tions are and have been, during said 
perlod, open to all able-bodied men, who 
are willing to work, this ordinance is en- 
acted in the interests of and to promote 
the general peace, health, safety, com- 
fort and good government of the city. 

Sec. 2. A ‘‘war loafer’ is hereby de- 
fined to be any able-bodied male person, 
between 16 and 60 years of age, who 
spends his time loitering about munition 
factories, bridges, streets, alleys or other 
public places or In gambling joints, houses 
of prostitution, pool rooms or places of 


- 
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amusement or who is not regularly or 
steadily engaged in some lawful business, 
profession, occupation or employment, or 
who, being unemployed, refuses employ- 
ment for compensation when offered to 
him. 

Sec. 3. It shall not be a defense to pros- 
ecution under this ordinance that the per- 
son accused possesses sufficient money or 
property with which to support himself 
without the assistance of income derived 
from hig personal work or employment. 

Sec, 4, There is hereby created a board 
of three members to be appointed by the 
mayor tu serve without compensation and 
to be known as the Municipal War Work 
Committees. Said committee is hereby 
charged with the enforcement of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance and is empow- 
ered to make such rules or regulations as 
are consistent with it and aid in its en- 
forcement. The department of police 
shall, at the request of said committee, 
investigate any alleged violation of this 
ordinance and prosecute any violator. 
Said committee shall co-operate with the 
United States Public Service Reserve, De- 
partment of Labor and American Protec- 
tive League, 

Sec. 6. Said committee shali prepare 
and furnish without charge to employ- 
ers and to other proper pergons, upon re- 
quest, ‘‘Work Cards’? which shail contain 
the name and occupation of the bearer 
and such other information as said com- 
mittee shall require. Said committee 
shall aiso prepare and furnish, without 
charge, to all empioyers engaged in es- 
sential war work, as classified by said 
committee, ‘‘Honor Service Certificates.’’ 
One such certificate shall be issued by 
such employers to each person, maie or 
female, employed or engaged in any es- 
sential war industry. 

Sec. 6. Every able-bodied maie person 
between the ages of 16 and 60 is hereby 
required to carry and to keep in his pos- 
session at ail times either a ‘‘Work Card” 
or an “Honor Service Certificate” as pro- 
vided for in Section 5. It shail be a vio- 
lation of this ordinance for any person 
to have in his possession either such card 
or certificate, if, at the time, he is not 
entitled to be in possession of the same 
according to the provisions of this act or 
the rules of sald committee. 

Sec. 7. The following persons or ciasses 
shall be excluded from the provisions of 
this act: 

(a) Students or persons fitting them- 
selves in an educational way to engage in 
trade or industrial pursults; 

(b) Persons temporarily unemployed 
by reason of differences with their em- 
ployers. 

It shall always be a defense to prosecu- 
tion under this‘ ordinance that the de- 
fendant, at the time of the alleged of- 
fense, 
unabie to procure the same. 

Sec. 8 This ordinance shall cease to be 
in effect six months after the expiration 
of the present war. 

* Sec. 9 Any person found gullty of be- 
ing a ‘‘war loafer’ as herein defined, or 
any person, firm or corporation who vio- 
lates any of the provisions of thia ordi- 
nance shall upon conviction be fined not 
more tBhan one hundred dollars or by im-

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prisonment in the county jail for a period 
not exceeding thirty days or by both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court trying the offender. WDach 
day that any person remains a “war 
loafer” as hereln defined shail constitute 
a separate offense, 

Sec, 16. This ordinance lg passed for 
the public welfare in the case of a public 
emergency involving the peace, health and 
safety of the people of the city and it is 
ordered to take immediate effect.

To the honorable mayor and members of 
the city council; 
Gentlemen :—— 

I have had under cudatderation the mat- 
ter of the so-called ‘“‘Work or Fight Ordl- 
nance,’’ which has been referred to me. 

This proposed ordinance by ita title pur- 
ports to be a war measure, and according 


to its own terme is not to be operative 


———— 
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after a period of six months from the 
end of the war. 

Laws and regulations of this nature 
pertaining to the prosecution of the war 
are particularly within the field of fed- 
eral control. Municipalities, of courae, 
can ald the government indirectly by the 
exercise of this proper police powers In 
passing and enforcing such laws which 
prohibit acts which in themselves hinder 
and delay the government in its war ac- 
tivities. The powers of the federal gov- 
ernment are supreme and supersede those 
of the state and municipalities covering 
the same field of action. 

The city has only such police powers as 
are given to it by the state through Its 
charter. These powers, generally are to 
enact ordinances relative to its local af- 
fairs. ~The city has power under its char- 
ter to pass ordinances restraining and 
preventing vice, immorality and disorder- 
ly conduct and riots and to preserve the 
Peace and to protect the Inhabitants of 
the city; punish vagrants and all mat- 
ters of a like nature, But, it seems to 
me that the proposed ordinance goes be- 
yond the ordinary police powers of the 


city. This proposed ordinance makes it a 


crime, under certain circumstances, for a 
person to be unemployed, regardless of 
the fact of whether or not ‘“‘the person 
accused possesses sufficient money or 
property with which to sypport himself 
without the assistance or income derived 
from his personal work or employment.” 
The exercise of such power by a municl- 
pality, is, indeed, very unusual, 

I am of the opir§@on that the ordinance 
as proposed would not be a valild exercise 
of the police powers of the city as given 
in its charter. ;

This committee has had under consid- 
eration for several weeks, especially dur- 
ing the recent infiuenza epidemic. in the 
city, the matters pertaining to the pub- 
lic health work of the city and the com- 
mittee has met with the board of health 
and health officers on several occasions 
and has had several interviews with the 
different members of’the board of health 
and health officer, and it has also made 
some outside investigation. While we

I wish to bring before you a matter

tion of garbage. 

The reason Is two-fold—economical and 
@ekpedlency in collection, 

The cost of our present system of col- 
lectlon will be about $24,000 for the pres- 
ent fiscal year. I believe that it is too 
The akove 
amount does not include the cost of the 
cans, but does include the purchase of two 
Ford trucks, the trailer for the Duplex 
and the equipping of them. 

Wages have advanced considerably, but 
at that, the wages pald did not equal 
those pala to men of other departments, 

‘The cost of maintenance of the equip-

pated but it is to be expected when it is 
necessary to run the trucks during all 
kinds of weather and over all conditions 


in which streets are found.

It ls hoped that if enough hogs can be 
obtalned during the coming year that 
much of the feeding can be done in the 
fleld where the remaining portlon refused 
by the hogs can be plowed under, but 
this cannot be done if rubbish is con- 
stantly placed in the cans with garbage. 

The washing of cans has been qulte an 
expense and not always satisfactorily 
done. Not only the actual expense of the 
help but there have been other attendant 
expenses, such as washing powders for 
cutting the grease, disinfectants and the 
heating of the water. The tank collectlon 
will do away with that expense as each 
indivldual householder muat then take 
care of his or het can. 

Where it hap been necessary to main- 
taln four trucks for a weekly collectlon, it 
may be possible to glve more frequent col- 
lection and better service. 

When It comes to the feeding end of the 
business, there is no question as to the 
economy of the tank collection. Under the 
present system of collection every can 
must be handied four times in freezing 
weather and three times durlng the rest 
of the year, 

Especially during the winter will the 
disposal of garbage he expedited. During 
freezing weather it is necessary to place 
all cans in the boiler room where a ‘fir 
must be malntained durlng the whole 2 
hours of a day so that the cans can be 
emptied as fast as they thaw out,

senger, and seventy-five cents for two pas- 
sengers; seventy-five cents for a distance 
not exceeding twenty-five blocks for one 
passenger, and one dollar for Oo passen- 
gers; One dollar for ail distances exceed- 
ing twenty-five blocks within city limita 
for one passenger, and one doliar and 
twenty-five cents for two passengers; 
For more than two passengers to and 
from the same points of destinatioin the 
carrier shall be entitied to charge twenty- 
five cents extra for each passenger. Pro- 
videg that no charge shaii be made for 
carrying chiidren under the age of six 
years when accompanied by a paying pas- 
Senger, and that between the ages of six 
and twelve years one-half fare shall be 
collected for chiidren accompanied by a 
paying passenger. Each paying passen- 
ger shall be entitied to have carried by 
such conveyance, without charge, any bag- 
gage not exceeding fifty pounds in weight, 
and for each piece of baggage weighing 
over fifty pounds, twenty-five cents may 
be charged and coilected. For the use of 
any licensed vehicle by the hour, for no 
more than four persons, and with the 
privilege of going from place to piace and 
stopping as often as required, two doi- 
lars for the first hour and one doilar and 
fifty cents for each additional hour or 
fractionai hour thereof may be received. 
That each carrier operating such public 
conveyance shal! have displayed in some 
conspiciOus place in each vehicle used as 
& conveyance for the purpose aforesaid, a 
schedule of the prices as fixed in this or- 
dinance; that said carrier shali provide 
each driver of said vehicles with official 
ceipt for each fare paid properiy punched,

That section nine of an ordi- 
nance entitled “an ordinance licensing and 
regulating the use of vehicles by common 
carriers of persons Within the city of Lan- 
sing and to preacribe the rights and duties 
of such common carrier,” belng ordinance 
No. 17 of the somplation of ordinances of 
the city of Lansing for the year 1018, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section’ 9. The owner of any public con- 
veyance licensed as aforesaid, may de- 
mand and receive for carrying Lassengers, 
by the most direct route, the following 
prices and no more, vis: thirty-five cents 
for a distance not excéeding ten blocks 
for one passenger, fifty cents for a distance 
not exceeding eighteen blocks for one pas- 
senger, and seventy-five cents for two pas- 
sengers; seventy-five cents for a distance 
mot exceeding twenty-five blocks for one 
passenger, and one dollar for two passen- 
gers; one dollar for all, distances exceed- 
ing; twenty-five blocks within city limits 
for one passenger, and one dollar and 
twenty-five cents for ‘two passengers; 
For more than two passengers to: and 
from the same points of destinatioin the 
carrier shall be entitled to charge twenty- 
five cents extra for each passenger. Pro- 
vided that no charge shall be made for 
catrying children under the age of six 
years when accompanied by a paying pas- 
Senger, and that between the ages of six 
and twelve years one-half fare shall be 
collacted for children accompanied by a 
paylng passenger. Bach paying passen- 
ger shall be entitled to haye carried by 
such conveyance, without charge, any bag- 
gage not exceeding fifty pounds in weight, 
and for each piece of baggage weighing 
over fifty pounds, twenty-five cents may 
be charged and collected. For the use of 
any licensed vehicle by the. hour, for no 
mare ‘than four persona, and with the 
privilege of going from place to place and 
stopping as often ag required, two dol- 
lars for the firat hour and one dollar and 
fifty cents for each additional hour or 
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fractional hour thereof may be recetved. 
That. each carrier operating auch - publica 
conveyance shal) have displayed in ‘some 
consapicious place in each vehicle used as 
@& conyeyance for the purpose aforesaid, a 
achedule of the prices as fixed in this or- 
dinance; that said carrie: shall provide 
each driver of said ‘vehicles’ witk official 
receipt foreach fair propetiy puncWed, 
and deliver to passengers a copy of such 
receipt showing the date and hour and 
number of persons to whom the charge is 
made, the amount neceived and number of 
blocks charged therefor.

To the honorable mayor and members of 
the city council: 
Gentlemen :-—~ 
Regarding the matter of refunding the 
license fees paid by dealers under the food 
ordinance, I will say as a generai rule, 
money paid by way of license fees with- 
out protest cannot be recovered, But, in- 
asmuch as the matter of reduction of the 
license fees under this ordinance has been 
contemplated, I will say that if the or- 
dinance is amended fixing the license fees 
lower than those fixed in the ordinance 
that the council would have the authority 
under the circumstances to refund the ex- 
cess amount paid, It has been held in the 
case. of Columbia va. Anthes, 84 Ind., 81, 
where the trustees of a village agreed to 
refund certain fees for license paid under 
certain conditions that the village was 
under obligation to return the amount so 
agreed. I think under the circumstances 
the ordinance should be amended !mmedi- 
ately, if it 1s thought best by the council 
to do so, and then compel all dealers and 
persons to comply with same. If the: or-

dinance is amended reducing the license 
there can be no objection to the city re- 
funding the excess amount to those who 
have already paid, otherwise the council 
has no right to return the fees and the 
health officer and sanitary inspector 
should enforce the ordinance as provided 
in section 24 of the ordinance.

To the Honorable Mayor and Members of 
the council: 
Gentlemen: — 

Relative to the apportionment of a part 
of the cost of the paving contemplated 
this year, which your honorable body has 
submitted to me, I will say_that the de- 
termination of the apportionment of the 
cost of paving is determined by the coun- 
oil, 
In the first instance the council detcr- 
mines the public necessity ,for the im- 
provement, in this instance paving, after 
the filing of a petition by the required 
number of signers. After being advised 
by the engineering department of the es- 
tlmated cost of the proposed improvement 
the council passed a resolution on the 
8rd day of March providing that the pro- 
posed bond issue be submitted to the peo- 
ple for the issuance of bonds in the sum 
of $63,400 for paving certain designated 
streets. These bonds, if authorized by 
the electors, will be issued on the faith 
and oredit of the city, and the proceeds 
of the same will be used for the purposes 
for which they have been issued. The 
matter of the apportionment of the cost 
of the improvement, that is the part which 
the city at large will pay and the part 
that the owners of the property abutting 
on the street to be paved will pay is no 
part of the question submitted to the peo- 
ple for the issuance of bonds. 

The council is given the power, under 
chapter 17 of the charter, to apportion 
the expense of such improvement. Sec- 
tion 249 of the city charter provides the 
following: Whenever the council! shali 
determine that the whole or any part of 
the expenses shall be defrayed by an 4as- 
sessment on certain property benefited 
thereby, that it shail declare by an entry 
in ita minutes, whether the whole or what 
portion shall be assessed, and specifying 
the sum to be assessed. This the coun- 
cil did by resolution on March 8rd, first 
passing a resolution determining how said 
cost for the improvement should be ap- 
portioned, and then by a subsequent res- 
olution of the same date specifying the 
sum, based upon the estimated cost 
whioh was to be paid by the abutting 
property owners on the streets paved, and 
the portion to be paid by the city at large. 
This resolution also directed the assess- 
ors to make an assessment roll upon the 
lands designated. When the assessment 
roll is completed by the assessors, aa di- 
rected, and returned to the council, the 
charter provides for the publishing of a 
notice and the setting of a time for the 
hearing of objections to the assessment aa 
made, after which the council passes upon 
the same, This, in brief, is a part of the 
procedure. The matter of the apportion- 
ment has nothing at all to do with the 
matter of the issuance of bonds. The 
bonds, when issued, will be a Hability 
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againet the city, and when issued in ser- 
ies no sinking fund is required for their 
payment. It is entirely optional with the 
council, under the powers herein referred 
to, as to how the money shall be raised 
to meet the payment of the bonds. 

It is my opinion that the council pos- 
sesses the power to rescind, if it so de- , 
sires, the action heretofore taken on the be 
matter of the apportionment of the cost 
of the improvement and to provide by reas- 
olution any other apportionment as may 
be desired by your honorable body. And 
if the steps as outlined in the charter are 
followed for the levying of special assess- 
ments to pay for public improvements the 
same will become a lien upon the prop- 
erty so assessed, and liable to the amount 
of the assessment. The assessment made 
by the council shall become a lien upon 
the premises agsessed from and after the 
date of the warrant for the collection of 
the taxes,

Before proceeding with the 
installation of any warm air heating plant 
in the city of Lansing, a permit there- 
for shall be obtained by the heating con- 
tractor or owner from the building in- 
apector, under whose 
plant ia to be installed. The fee for such 
plant shall be one dollar, which shail be 


paid by the person applying for such 
permit. 
Sec. 2, Immediately following the 


completion and installation of a warm air 
heating plant for ‘which the necessary 
permit hag been issued, the heating con- 
tractor or ownér shall, in writing, #0 
notify the aforesaid building

Sec. 3. No furnace or furnaces, heater 
or heaters, shall be installed in any build- 
ing intended for occupancy for residential 
purposes, unless said furnace or furnaces, 
heater or heaters, shall have a free air 
space of at least fifteen per cent greater 


* than the cross-sectional area of all the 


warm air pipes taken from the hood of 
said furnace or heater; and shall be of 
such guaranteed capacity. as to pro- 
vide for the maintenance of temperatures 
of seventy degrees Fahrenheit in parlors, 
libraries, main halls, iiving rooms, dining 
rooms, and bathrooms, and said internal 
temperature shail be possible of main- 
tenance while outdoor alr ig at zero 
Fahrenheit. Providing, however, that 
nothing in this section shall be construed 
as to interfere in any way with the right 
of an owner or his agent from entering 
into a written contract or agreement for 
any other specified temperature he may. 
desire. Said contract or agreement, hew- 
ever, must be a part of the record of 
the building inspector.. No furnace or 
heater can have a fire pot less than 
elghteen, inches in dlameter. Measure-~ 
ment to be taken at a point one-half way 
between bottom and top of fire pot. 


Sec. 4. All furnaces or heaters shall] be 
set on brick, cement or such other non- 
combustible foundation as may be ‘ap- 
proved by the chief of fire department. 

Sec. 5. <All metal for casings shall not 
be Hghter than twenty-elght guage gal- 
vanized iron, and the upper one-half shall 
be lined with asbestos and corrugated 


Sec, 6. All stacks or wall pipes intended 
to conduct heated air te the second or 


inspector, 
whereupon said inspector shall immediate-. 


jurisdiction the 
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third story shall be equal in cross-sec- 
tional area to ateleast three-fifths of the 
cross-sectional area of the round base- 
ment pipes intended for connection there- 
with. All warm air registers, register 
boxes, boots or special fittings shall have 
a free and open area equal to the croas- 
rpectional area of the round hot air pipe 
connected thereto. All hot alr runs to 
be close fitted and covered with asbestos 
paper. All fioor register boxes must he 
double or lined between the box and fioor 
with tin and asbestos. 

Sec. 7. The cold air for warm air heat- 
ing plants must in all cases be equal in 
area and free alr space to elghty-five 
per cent of the cross-sectional area of all 
hot air pipes taken off said furnace, 

Sec. 8 After Nov, 1, 1919 all hot air 
pipes and elbows larger than ten inches 
in diameter shall be made of I. X. tin or 
galvanized iron. 

Sec. 9. Basement pipes forming con- 
nectlons between furnace hood and reg- 
ister boxes or wall pipes shall have a 
horizontal run of not less than two feet, 
or angles equivalent to two ninety degree 
elhows must be used to make the con- 
nection, 

Sec. 10. All smoke pipe must be made 
of at least twenty-four gauge black iron 
and must be as large where it enters the 
chimney as the smoke pipe collar on fur- 
nace provided by manufacturer. Should 
smoke pipe pass through wooden walls or 
floor, it shall be provided with a ventila- 
ting or safety, thimble of inside dia- 
meter at least two inches larger than 
smoke pipe and covered on the outside 
with asbestos paper. There shall be a 
space of at least elght inches between 
smoke pipe. and plastered wooden walls, 
fioor or first floor joist. All exposed 
wood or wood covered with plaster that 
may be within twelve inches of said 
smoke pipe shall be protected by a cov- 
ering. of sheet metal lined with asbestos 
‘ paper, or in such other way as may be 
approved by the chief of the fire depart- 
ment. 

Sec. 11. AM furnace or heater to be 
installed @s a component part of a warm 
air heating plant shall be set or erected 
as near as possible to the center of the 
building to’ be heated. The owner, agent, 
architect, or builder, shall make all neces- 
sary provision for the location of fur- 
nace or heater. No exposed wood or wood 
covered with plaster shall be placed 
within twelva inches of the space allotted 
to or provided fox the furnace and the 
casing surrounding same. There shall be 
an air space of not less than eighteen 
inches between the top of any furnace 
and the ceiling or joist above it, and a 
distance of not less than aix inches be- 
tween the top of hood and floor or fioor 
jotst, unless, however, ceiling is protected 
in a manner approved by chief of fire de- 
yartment. 

Sec, 12. The owner, agent, architect or 
contractor on any new building where fur- 
nace is to be installed shall make pro- 
vision for the reception of register boxes 

ne wall pipe intended for installation 

walls or’ partitions in such buldings, 
ala provide a tight chimney of sufficient 
capacity to insure good draft. 

Sec. 13. It is required of all those sell- 
itg furnaces in the city of Lansing to 
register with the building inspector and 
put in his possession catalogue describing 
furnaces they are selling and give him 
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any information he may desire regard4 
ing same. 
‘Sec. 14, This ordinance does not apply 
to so-called one register or plpeless fute 
naces, except as to satisfactory heatiny 
and protection against fire risk. 

Sec. 15, The building inspector she 
make such rules and regulations as may 
be necessary to carry out any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance, and any perd 
son, firm or corporation who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this ordinancd 
shall be guilty of a misdeméanor and upe 
on conviction thereof shall be subject t¢@ 
a fine of not to exceed fifty dollars or im.

To the honorable mayor and members of 
the council: 
Gentlemen :— 

The people of this city are confronted 
with a serious condition relative to ade- 
quate street railway service and the prop- 
er extension of gas mains and servioe. 
Our water and electric light board ls 
making every possible effort to extend 
the water and electric light lines so as to 
give the people of thizg city and the man- 
ufacturing inatitutions the beat possible 
service, I believe (that the city of Lan- 
sing is now starting on an era of great 
prosperity and progress, I believe this to 
be the beginning of a new epoch in the 
history of the city. Our manufacturing 
institutions are extending their plants and 
preparing for a great increase in their 
business. Mr, Mayor and gentlemen of 
the council, every city official and every 
citizen, who has the interest of pur city 
at heart should do their utmost at this 
time to bring about, if ylosstble, an‘ am- 
icable and successful solution of these 
problems. 


These needs must certainly be appar- 
ent to every one, I am informed that the 
‘city is now in need of more than fifteen 
hundred homes. Our banka have agreed

This proposition 
being a matter of supreme importance to 
the people of our city It appeara to your 
committee that a thorough investigation 
should be made.

duce gas for leas than what it costs to 


make and distribute it and a reasonable 
return on the property. But, in justice to 
them, and the people of Lansing, an in- 
vestigation should be made to ascertain 
the real situation. The final solution of 
thls problem, as far as the council ls con- 
cerned, will be with the council whose 
members take their seats In that body this 
day, and we recommend ‘that this entire 


matter should be referred to that body. 


We recommend for the consideration of 
this council:
